That Steer Question Again. 


ll it is true that the feeder or steers 
can buy his feeders for less than he 
can afford 'to grow' them then the 
man who is growing them is doing 
so at a loss. 
The statem ent was once 
true when range cattle were plenti­ 
ful, and it is perhaps true yet if ,t. 
takes as m any acres to produce a 
feeder as it once did. 
The range | 3 
largely gone, and unless we can pro­ 
duce feeder54 on fewer acres we can 
not yet very well afford 
to grow 
them; but the facts a r e that we ran 
produce them on fewer acres than we 
once did. 
It takes 
a 
little 
m o r e 
"head w ork” to do it. 
Another thing in favor of growing 
our own 
feeders is that when 
we 
grow IOO pounds of steer now 
it is 
worth from two to three times as 
much 
as 
tile 
IOO pounds of steer 
grown a few years ago; but the great* 
expense between the grower and the 
block is where all the mischief lies. 
W hen we can get six or seven cents a 
pound for the feeder, and then will 
take the pains to grow' two pounds 
where only one grew' 
before, 
any 
form er can W’ell afford to grow’ them. 
lf it were arranged to "cut out” the 
two extra commissions and two ex­ 
tra freights and one extra profit, re­ 
ferred to in my 
former article and 
divide these between the grower and 
the m an who feeds, these two indi­ 
viduals would be a little sure of at 
least breaking even. 
The present system cuts at both 
ends of the line. 
Small reward or 
worse than no reward at all for the 
grow er and feeder causes them to 
hang aloof from the cattle business 
ami the high price the consum er has 
to pay is teaching him to get along 
with less meat. 
It seems that the packer goes on 
the theory th at if he can m ake $10 
on one steer, what is the use for him 
to handle two steers to make $10? 
That works very nicely if one cannot 
see very far, but it is evident that 
the plans at work are driving farm ­ 
ers out of the cattle business, for the 
sole reason that there is little or no 
money in it. 
It' is a dangerous policy 
for us to perm it any system to exist 
that ^drives live stock growing from 
our farms, since it is almost impos­ 
sible to find a cattle feeding farm 
I Hat is not holding the fertility of tho 
soil and in many instances actually 
making the soil better, 
while 
the 
farms th at do not produce live stock 
re on an average losing their fertil­ 
ity. 
W hile it is true that soil may 
be kept fertile without the growing 
'*f live stock, the facts are that iii 
ibis country we are not doing it. 
, 
W e surely cannot afford to grow 
cattle on the sam e margin th at we did 
ten years ago, since land values are 
so much higher now than then, so 
cur only chatted is to get more per 
pound, and put on th a t pound at a 
£ mailer grazing cost. 
But can it he 
put on at a sm aller 
grazing 
cost? 
T hat is, can we grow’ 
more 
cattle 
with the same area of pasture than 
we used to do? 
To be sure we can. 
I- is easy, and we m ust get to it, but 
as suggested above, it takes a little 
more “head w ork” and muscle, too. 
This m atter will he taken up at a 
later date. 
Getting hack to the reason for our 
expensive system, w'ill say that the 
prime causes seem to be habit and 
money m atters. 
It Is so easy just to 
send to your commission 
men 
bo 
send you a few cars of steers, also 
to send you a note and mortgage to 
sign up for them. 
To pay the m ort­ 
gage. however, is not always so nice 
and easy. 
In one case that came to 
my attention the steers were fed and 
sent back to m arket to pay off tho 
mortgage, but they lacked about $2- 
(VOO of bringing enough after his feed 
bill cam e out. 
His commission men 
had him try again, and be l>ought of 
them again. They got the cattle hack 
ijj each case and had a change to get 


even and maybe they did, but this 
man does not feed cattle any more. 
Instead of this cattle money com­ 
ing from commission men it should 
come from local banks. 
The banks 
would take it part of their business to 
see more closely that feeding is right­ 
ly done, and that >hese feeders w’ho 
could get ’this money are farm ers who 
know farming w’ell enough to grow 
most of the feed they need, and as­ 
sist in watching market conditions, 
a great question could 
be 
solved. 
Just here it might seem that in coun­ 
ties where there is a farm adviser it 
could profitably he a part 
of 
his 
duties to look after just such things. 
One banker said to me that their 
bank could and would lend fanners 
money at 6 per cent on three years’ 
time, if the farm er would use it to 
buy cows and grow his cattle, but 
they could not do this unless they 
had someone to look after the hand­ 
ling of such stock to see that it was 
rightly done and to see th at goo! 
work was also done on these farms 
in growing feed. 
Security w’otild be 
taken on the cows, together with in­ 
crease, and in three years the in­ 
crease should much more than pay 
the original obligation and enough to 
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pay for at least most of the keep of 
the cows. 


This m ight be objected to on the 


ground th a t the plan would m ake 


much milking to do. 
This need not 


be necessarily* true, since In sum m er 
calves and cows could run together. 
Then in th e fart begin to feed the 
calves alk they would eat And twice 
a day -Jet the cows to theta, and at 
the end of ten or eleven months the 
c a lf/won;d be ready for m arket, and 
If welk finished should bring fancy 
prices. 
The cow could then be al­ 
lowed to dry up for a short time ,1111 
she dropped her next calf. 
The advantages in 
this 
method 
would be also th a t the heifer w'ould 
briirg the sam e price as the steer if 
finished as well. 
The production of 
“baby beef/ however, has its "slip s/ 
and is not all easy sailing. 
It m ust 
he studied and learned and no slip­ 
shod method will bring success, but 
in these loans referred to the pros­ 
pective borrower m ust be known as 
having good gumption, be industrious, 
sober and frugal. 
The plan w’ould 
help many a young m an of m oderate 
means to get a start, and getting the 
start is the hardest thing to do.
